When Allen Welsh 
down next month as head of 
the Central Intelligence Agen- 
cy, one of his most treasured 
mementos probably will be a 
1951 clipping from Pravda. 

"... Even if the spy, Allen 
Dulles, should arrive in heaven 
through somebody’s absent 
mindedness,” the Soviet journal 
said, "he would begin to blow 
up the clouds, mine the stars 
and slaughter the angels.” 

Of all Dulles’ citations, In- 
cluding several from Ills own 
government, the 68-year-old 
CIA director is most proud of 
those expressing the enmity of 
the Soviet bloc.
